SALISBURY INCLINED TO ABANDON THE 
ANGLO-TURKISH CONVENTION. 


Irish Leaders Irritated Over the Appoint- 
ment of the Papal Commission—Trevel- 
yan’s Reply to Chamberiain’s Statements 
~Cheers and Hisses for Prince Albert 
Victor of Wales—Uprising of Moors in 
Algeria-.fhe Pope’s Envoy Ordered to 
Ireland—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to thé! Post-Dispatch, 

Lonpow, June 28.—The Anglo-Turkish Con- 
vention is almost given over here. There isa 
good deal of irritation at Wolff’s biundering 
diplomacy. There is no sign that the Russo- 
French compact which the Nord to-day de- 
clares to have been made absolutely,.is to be 
modified by any English action in deference to 
Russia in Bulgaria. Russia's objectis now 
said to be the exclusion of any permanent 
establishment of Eugland in Egypt. In other 
words no arrangement with Turkey which 
leads, even indirectly, to an English protecto- 
rate, will be tolerated by the Russo-French 
combination. Under these circumstances 
Salisbury is believed to be already inclined to 
abandon the conyention, especially as this 
would leave him with a free hand,and it would 
be thought here rather good diplomacy to 
meet the opposition of the new alliance on its 
own ground, and say frankly: ‘‘Very well, 
gentiemen, you will not allow us to leave 
Egypt on any conditions whatsoever, we will 
stay there on our own.’’ 

THE PAPAL IRISH COMMISSION. 

The situation which has been created by the 
arrival of the Papal Envoy, and the now 
abandoned Papal Commission of Enquiry to 
Ireiand, should be watched closely. The 
Irish members are deeply dissatisfied with 
Ruffo Scilla’s relations to the Duke of Norfolk. 
A good many of them stayed away from Car- 
dinal Manning's réception to him, in conse- 
quenee. They are not prepared to permit 
any interference with Archbishop 
Walsh in Salisbury’s interest. The feeling is 
very strong. I am convinced that rather than 
tolerate a blow atthe Nationalist movement, 
struck from the Vatican, the Nationalist 
priesthood in Ireland would be ready to face 
secession from Rome. The chances are that 
Cardinal Manning will prevent the Papal En- 
voy from endangering the Irish connection. 
There are already signs that the mission will 
come to nothing. 

THE NATIONAL LEAGUE 
is prepairing to meet coercion in the usual 
way. New branches are being established 
throughout Efgiand, and new and larger 
headquarters are being chosen in London. 
This isin anticipation of the suppression of

TREVELYAN’S REPLY. 

LONDON, June 28.—S8ir George O. Trevelyan 
publishes a letter in controversion of the 
statements recently made by Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain and other Liberal Unionists, that 
the only obstacle to a re-union in the Liberal 
party was the refusal of the Glad- 
stonians to make any concessions in their 
Irish programme. The Gladstonians have, 
says Sir George, made coneessions on all the 
disputed points and therefore interpose no 
obstacle to a reunion of the party. ‘‘The 
Liberal-Unionists,’’ he concludes, ‘‘ will be un- 
able to destroy the [Aberals, but a reunion of 
the Liberal party would serve to moderate its 
policy.

A Succession of Splendid Ceremonies and 
Fetes— Women's Jubilee Offerings. 
Special Cablegram to the New York WORLD. 
Lonpon, June %.—There have been many 
scenes of an unpleasant nature at Buckingham 
Palace, as might weil be imagined, during the 
last few days. The Queen had resolved to 
direct the jubilee festivities; the Prince of 
Wales also determined to do the same, and

on Tuesday was unprecedentedly magnificent. 
It consisted entirely of kings, queens, princes 
and princesses of the European royal amilies 
who are gue ests of Her r The Queen of 
Hawali, nee Komatsu of Japan and ali the 
Indian princes were excluded, as they are to 
be entertained separately in a day or two at 
Windsor. The plate, which had been sent 
from Windsor, was glorious, and at des- 
sert the Queen used for the first time the 
service presented to her by the, King 
of Saxony. It is of ‘‘pate jaune,’’ with 
flowers in the middle, and is valued at £8,000. 
Gold and silver vases fliled with exotics, and 
forty-two, enormous candeabra, containing 
over seven hundred candies, illuminated the 
table. The Queen sat in the center, fand was 
dressed in black satin, covered with Maltese 
lace. She wore her usual widow’s cap, with 
many diamonds on it, and star and ribbon of 
the Garter, with all her other orders. Her 
hands were literally laden with iceless 
rings. She had the * of the Belgians 
on her right and the King of Denmark 
on her left, and with them chatted 
throughout the banquet. The Queen of the 
Beigians sat nextto the King of Denmark, hav- 
ing on ber right the King of Greece. Then 
came the Crown Princess of Germany, who is 
certainly the plainest of the Eng ish royal 
family and who worea marvellous necklace 
of pearis, some of which were the size of a 
pigeon’s egg. 
THE PRINCESS OF WALES

London at her marriage. The rubies and dia- 
monds worn by the Duchess of Edinburgh 
are valued at a uarter of a million 
sterling.

THE GAY CAPITAL A CITY WITHOUT 
THEATERS THIS SUMMER. 


The Sad History of the Brilliant and Beauti- 
ful Marchioness of Anglesey, Originally 
Miss Minnie King of Georgia—Mile. 
Rothschild’s Matrimenial Affairs—Lucy 
Hooper’s Letter.

PaRIS, June 17.—Paris is looking its loveliest 
just now, all shadowy with horse chestnuts in 
its parks and avenues, and with its squares 
ablaze with flowers and rich with emerald 
verdure, while the gay world, still lingering in 
the fair city, crowds the Bols daily with bril- 
liant equipages and charming toilets. The 
warm, bright weather lures everybody out of 
doors, and the peculiar predilection of the 
Parisian for living in the open air is now being 
largely indulged in.

A VITAL QUESTION. 

To-day the most important question be- 
fore the people of St. Louis is the question 
of street-sprinkling. This is universally 
admitted, but a great many truths which 
mo one doubts, and which have grown 
monotonous by iteration, may fail of their 
effect unless they are kept constantly in 
sight, and unless the effort to apply them 
in practice is maintained with continuous 
and unabated vigor. 

Thé street-sprinkling question is worth 
noticing to-day, because to-day the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means of the House 
of Delegates is wrestling with the appro- 
priation bill on which the fate of the 
movement depends. All who are familiar 
with the course of municipal legislation 
understand what influences come into 
play in the distribution of the city’s rev- 
enue. There is always a much stronger 
interest shown by each delegate in his 
personal and local measures, and objects 
which are for the general good are apt to 
suffer in the game of grab for appropria- 
tions which usually winds up the session. 

We will not weary our readers with a 
reiteration of the well-known and undis- 
puted arguments in favor of a system of 
municipal street-sprinkling, nor will we 
rehearse the onward progress of the agi- 
tation for this improvement since first the 


| popular demand took definite shape. All 


that is sufficiently familiar and the mere 
suggestion of it is sufficient to recall the 
whole ‘story and to make the situation 
clear. The people of St. Louis who want 
this thing done, know just how much 
progress has been made and where they 
stand. 

All that remains to say to-day is that 
the failure of the project now would bea 
damaging blow to St. Louis. After the 
popular demand has been so plainly ex- 
pressed, after the passage by both houses 
unanimously of a satisfactory ordinance 
and its approval by the Mayor, after the 
city has been districted by the Board of 
Public Improvements, and bids have been 
accepted covering the majority of the 
districts, after an appropriation sufli- 
cient for the season has been set 
aside by the Council—if after all this 
the measure should be defeated by its ene- 
mies under any circumstances or for any 
reasons it would make St. Louis the 
laughing stock of more intelligent cities, 
and proclaim tothe world that in one of 
the ordinary improvements of municipal 
life St. Louis must take her place in the 
rear rank.

A courteous correspondent writes to the 
Herald to say that he has heard that the for- 
tune of the late Mr. De Pauw of New Albany, 
Ind., is not $15,000,000, according to reports 
that have appeared in the papers (and which 
the Herald copied with a reservation), but 
about $3,000,000. The latter is a comfortable 
sum, but this writer has also heard that a por- 
tion of i¢ was made from other sources than 
glass manufacturing. We give him the bene- 
fit of the statement; He further makes 
the extraordinary announcement that Mr. 
De Pauw’s glass-works are reported 
to be at present ina condition where they 
would not bring from a stock company a sum 
to cover their costs. This, if correct, is an ob- 
ject lesson, indeed, in high protection. With 
a duty as bigh as from 46 to 147 percent, un- 
equalled facilities for manufacture, and after 
twenty years of protection, the business has 
reached a state in which it is not profitable 
enough to pay a fair percentage on the cost of 
the outlay. If we owned such an establish- 
ment we should be tempted, after this stu- 
pendaus failure of protection, to try a little 
free trade with it. It will be observed, how-

EDWARD LAMB, 


The Old and Popular Comedian Dying at 
His Home in Brooklyn, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatou. 

NEW YORK, June 28.—Edward Lamb, the old 
and popular comedian, is dying at his home in 
Brooklyn. All the members of his family 
with him, and are in daily expectation of his 
death. Fortwo years Mr. Lamb has suffered 
with some stomach trouble which he at first 
credited to indigestion. Within the last six 
months unmistakable symptoms of cancer of 
the stomach were discovered. Ever since 
his Western trip last fall, when he undertook 
the arduous task of managing as well as acting, 
Mr. Lamb has been unable to retain food on his 
stomach, and the consequent weakness has 
rendered him physically incapable of attend- 
ing to his professional duties. Notwithstand- 
ing that fact, he undertook to carry out an en- 
gagement early in the spring and, in conse- 
quence, was obliged to take to his bed. He 
has not left it since June land in the opinion 
of his physicians, will never leave it alive. 
Dr. L. Barstow Irish, the family physician, 
said lastnight: ‘‘Thereis no doubt that this 
is Mr. Lamb’s last iliness. He understands 
that, although he does „not know that his 
disease is of acancerous nature. We have 
been compelled to keep him in ignorance 
of that fact so that he may not become 
too excited. Ihave held several consultations 
with Prof, Skene and Dr. Terry, and they 
agree with my diagnosis of the case, and sup- 
port my theory that death will afford the only 
relief Mr. Lamb will ever know. It is aques- 
tion of a few weeks only, possibly afew days. 
The growth of the cancer is perceptible daily 
and must cause the patient intense suffering. 
He is kept partly under the influence of ano- 
dines but will not permit us to use mor- 
3 to a very great extent. He 
s perfectiy conscious and has daily 
intercourse with his family, whoare his only 
visitors. Although a large number of his old 
professional friends have called atthe house, 
none of them have deen permitted to see Mr.

She arrived ather father’s bed- 
side last Saturday. Edward Lamb is one of the 
most popular of our comic actors. His New 
York record dates from the old days of 
Niblo’s under Wheatly, when he was ector 
Peyroll in The Duke’s Motto.’’

GUS BERNING MURDERS HIS WIFE AND 
SUICIDES,

A Career of Dissipation Closes With Two 
Crimes — Unfortunate End of a Young 
Man of Promise and Ability, and Well 
Known in St. Louis— The Killing in the 
Dark —Jealousy and Fear the Motives. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 28.—Ome of those 
tragedies that so frequently mark the ends of 
lives from which the sustaining strength of 
self-respect has gone, occurred in this city last 
night. Gus Berning, a young man of 33, crazed 
by jealousy and unsettied by dissipation, pre- 
meditatedly took the lifeofa woman he had 
married, and then committed suicide. 

THE KILLING 
occurred in a private parior over the saloon 
of Hurley & Sweeney of No. 320 West Jefferson 
street about 8 o’clock. Two pistol shots in 
quick succession, followed by two heavy falls, 
were the first alarm af the awful deed. The 
young couple had entered the street door 
and gone up the steps only a mo- 
ment before. When the apartment 
was entered by those whom the explosion 
called to the scene all was dark. Lights were 
struck and on the floor lay the body of the 
woman, dead. Blood was oozing from a 
wound over the temple. Lying feet to feet 
with the woman’s body was that 
of the unfortunate man, a builet-hole 


through his mouth and head. By 
his right hand lay a 48-calibre revolver. 
In the darkness and as they entered the man 
had evidently placed the weapon quickly to 
the woman’s head and fired. The smoking 
muzzle was then turned into his own mouth 
and he was dead. 

Asmall memorandum book found on the 
man showed the act to have been premedi- 
tated. It gaye the address of his brother, Lee 
Berning, Jefferson City, Mo., and requested 
the return of the revolver to Gus * a 
pawnbroker, from whom he procured it un- 
der the name of a good fellow.“ 


THE womMaN 

had come to the place of the killingin ro- 
sponse to a note from Berning, who asked her 
to meet him, have supper there and spend the 
evening out. She was his wife, having been 
married to him at Magistrate McOann’s office 
four months ago. At the time ot the mar- 
riage she was the mistress of John Godfrey, a 
river pilot, whose name she took and with 
whom she had been living for a year or more. 
For several years previous. to that time she 
had leda * of * in . She ae 
28 years of ago, plump, pe re, ue 
eyes, brown hair and an attractive and pretty 
face. 

Berning was aware of her history. When he 
married her Godfrey was absent from the city, 
but upon his return he went at once to the 
room of the newly married pair, and after a 
stormy interview took the woman with him. 
A few weeks since the woman returned to 
Berning, and had been living with him since. 

The temporary separation from the woman 
seriously affected erning, and he led a 
life of terrible dissipation. Even after 
her return to him Berning was torn 
by jealousy and unsettled in his habits. 
The recent unfortunate culmination of a 
trouble in which he was implicated in 8t. 
Louis, his former home, is thought to have 
added to his desperation. 

Berning was well liked by the vie whe 
knew him here. He was nial and good 
tempered and was a mar ot some education 
and accomplishments. When he first came to 
Louisville, some three or four years ago, he 
was employed as barkeeper at the Nick and 
Joe““ saloon on Fifth and Green streets. A 
year ago he left there and was employed for 
short terms at various places. During the 
— few months he has been in the Assessor’s 
office. 


In St. Louis. 


Gus Berning’s was a familiar name in St. 
Louls, made so by his connection with many 
affrays of a lawless character. He is a son of 
Mr. Henry B. Berning of 1329 8t. Ange avenue, 
an old man in feeble health, whose life has 
been embittered by regret for the 
waywardness of n son. A& one 
time a man of considerable wealth 
much of the old gentieman’s substance bas 
been wasted in lawyers’ fees and defense funds 
for the unhappy boy who adds this crowning 
sorrow to his years. Berning’s mother died a 
short time and the old gentleman now 
lives with his danghter and grand-daughters. 
These latter are two refined and accomplished 
young ladies well known in local sociai circles 
where a eat sympathy 
felt for em because of the un- 

rtunate repute of their uncle. About 

month ago the family received a letter from 
Gus informing them of his marriage toa young 
lady of Louisville, but the maiden namo of his 
wife was withheld. 

At the time of his death Berning was under 
sentence of imprisonment for two years in the 
Penitentiary upon a charge of assaultto kill. 
About three ago he cut and seri- 
ously wounded a hostierat Meyer's stabies 
on Second streetand Chouteau avenue. The 
case, which was tried in the Criminal Court, was 
. to the Supreme Court, and pending 

e decision of that body Berning wus re- 
leased.on bail. The Supreme Oourt yew am | 
affirmed the decision of the lower court, whi 
meant that Bern must go to the peniten- 
tiary. Since that time the Sherif has been 
hunting for Berning. He was aware of that 
and it is thought his desire to esca the in · 
fliction of the sentence added to willing- 
ness to die,

DIVORCE BY DEFAULT DISPENSED BY A 
BACHELOR JUDGE TO-DAY. 


The Winding Up of the Docket of Marital 
Misery—Drin}k and Desertion—Failure to 
Support aad Infidelity—Various Decisions 
of Interest by Judges Seddon, Lubke and 
Barclay. 


Judge Seddon to-day wound up the divorce 
business in the Circuit Court for the June 
term by calling the default cases assigned to 
Court No. 2. As in all cases of default the 
knot was rapidly untied upon corroborative 
testimony of the grievances set forth in each 
petition. The following applications figured 
on the docket for the day: 

FORSAKEN. 

Mary A. Goodman sought a decree of di- 
voree from Mumford M. Goodman. They 
were married in Union County on the 18th of 
May, 1862, and they lived together until Feb- 
ruary, 1883. Mrs. Mumford alleged that her 
husband deserted her without any cause or 
provocation on her part.

THE DOCTORS SURPRISED. 


Emperor William Greatly Improved and in 
No Immediate Danger. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispaton. 
Panis, June %2.—The fFigaro’s medi- 
cal correspondent at Berlin says that 
the Emperor is better, to the great 
astonishment of his physicians. He has 
begun to mend. There have been stormy 
scenes at the palace on account of the bulle- 
tins which have been published concerning 
his condition. The physicians have replied that 
they could not have acted otherwise, that the 
responsibility was too great for concealment 
from the public. The journey of the Crown 
Prince to England was made to tranquilise the 
ublic’stemper. It was with thissame ob- 
ot that the report was circulated of Prince 
ismarck’s illness. The Chancellor did not 
wish to leave Berlin on account ot the Empe- 
ror, and for this reason he authorized the re- 
rt or hisown iliness. The Emperor is suf- 
ering from catarrh of the bladder. He has 
been to Carisbad many times since 1860 for this 
trouble, which necessitates minute care. He 
took cold at Kiel,and two days after his return 
to Berlin this catarrh assumed a violent form, 
csusing great pain and a high fever. The 
treatment for this kind of malady is very 
simpie, consisting of rest, warmth and seda- 
tives. But the great age of the emperor

THE NEW RESERVE RULE TO BE ADOPTED 
BY THE ASSOCIATION. 


Players Will Be Prevented From Joining 
Clubs Other Than Their Own During the 
Winter—The Evils Incident te the Present 
System—An Innevation Generally In- 
dorsed—Testimonial te Curtis Welch — 
Sporting News and Base Ball Chat. 


| Notafew managers of the American Asso- 
ciation have been complaining recently of the 
damage done to the form of pitchers who dur- 
ing the winter months emigrate to the South 
or the West, in particular the latter, and play 
ball with teams other than their own. 


step in the premises which will doubtless act 
as a regular domb- shell in the camp of the ball 
players and which will also be hailed with 
marks of appreciation by all base ball mana- 
gers throughout the country. Mr. Von 
der Ahe’s scheme is to reserve the 
players not for the season during which ball is 
played by the big associations, but for the 
whole year. At the very first meeting of the 
Association a resolution will be introduced by 
him to frame a new rule with that end in view, 
and incorporate it not the rules of the organ- 
ization. The reason of this course on the part 
of the St. Louis president is weighty and there 
is no doubt, whatever, of its being adopted as 
he is backed up in the matter by several Asso- 
ciation managers. In conversation about the 
matter to-day witha reporter for the Post- 
DISPATCH, Mr. Von der Ahe said: ‘‘A little 
thought on the subject will show any 
one that some action, and decisive 
action, too, is badly wanted if 


the managers of base ball clubs desire to pro- 
tect themselves from the bad results of the 
halt matured reserve system now in force in 
the associations under the banner of the 
national agreement, We reserve our players 
for six months in the year and allow them to 
go where they please and play with any club 
they desire for the other six months. 

The evils ofthis course are plain and the 
bad effects that follow itmust be stopped. 
Take the case ef Foutz for instance. Foutz, 
when the season was over last year, imme- 
diately went out to California, where he was 
engaged at a high salary to pitch ball for one 
ot those clubs out there. He did pitch and 
worked so hard that now it is beginning to tell 
upon him, and his work is nothing like 
what it would be if he had rested all 
winter Instead of working as hard as he did. 
His arm is giving out and be bas not that 
effectiveness against strong batting clubs 
which he ought to have. If he had rested all 
winter this would not have been the case. 
Another case is that of Hudson. He played 
ball with that amateur team in Chicago for 
some months before he came to St. Louis to 
us and expended what good he had 
in his arm with them instead of us. The 
consequence was that when he went East he 
couldn’t do the work that was required of 
him andIhad to send him home and make 
him take the rest which be should have done 
before. The new rule will prevent players 
from joining any club but their 
own during the winter season, and then 
instead of being worn out when the regular 
season opens they will be strong and fresh and 
able to play ball for the team that paye them. 
Ball players get good salaries. A great deal 
better salaries than they could earn at any- 
thing else in which they could engage. There 
are plenty of bank cashiers that do not get 
more than $8,000 a year and they work the 
whole year round. 

The new rule will not require the players to 
work the whole year round, as in the case of 
the bank cashier, but all they will be required 
todo will be to refrain from over-working 
themselves. They can easily afford to do 
that. 

»The idea is not to keep them in their re- 
spective cities during the winter?’’ 
Not at all. The object of 

to give the manager a chance 
to keep his eye on the player 
all the time just like a man who hires a book- 
keeper or a clerk. They may go away 8nd 
visit their parents and relatives as much as 
they like, Dut they will not be permitted to 
lay ball without special permission from the 
esident of the club to which they belong. 
I have discussed the question with a 
number of managers on my recent 
trip abroad and all to whom I have 
spoken on the matter are in favor of it. You 
can say thatthe rule will be adopted by the 
Association without doubt.’’ 

When the matter was detailed to Manager 
John Kelly of the Louisville Club to-day he 
indorsed it and said: 

„Something of that be 
done, but I would suggest that 
instead of reserving the player, ne 
only de made to sign a contract dating from 
— | 1 to December 31, and that in the con- 
tract all the stipulations necessary to prevent 
him from playing with any other club during 
the winter season be made. There can be no 
doubt that winter work as hard as players 
generally do unfits them for good workin the 
summer. A bail player, to be in proper trim 
for the summer campaign, should not induige 
in violent work during the winter, but should 
take ita little easy and do nothing harder than 
light gymnasium practice. I think the asso- 
ciation would be benefited by the adoption of 
some such rule as that suggested. 

The publication of this innovation, which is 
now made for the first time in the Posr- DIS 
PATOH, will cause a sensation among the Dall 
players, who will denounce it in strong terma, 
but a little reflection should teach them that 
there is nothing whatever unjust about it.

In the 
most courteous and democratic fashion the 
Secretary began the work of inspection. 
His first visit was to the new steel cruiser At- 
lanta, over which he was quickly shown by 
Capt. Bunce. Pattingone of the bright six- 
inch guns the Secretary remarked: ‘‘This does 
not look much like an old navy.’’ He next 
inspected the Boston, which lay alongside the 
Atlanta, and on leaving her inquired of the 
Commodore when she would be completed. 
The Commodore replied that he expected she 
would receive her finishing touches in thirteen 
days, and that a dock trial of four days would 
be made when, if the tests were satisfactory, 
she would be sent to sea on her trial trip. 
From the Boston the Secretary crossed to the 
Cob dock, where he was received by Capt. 
Kirkland, who suggested that the Secretary 
should discard his light Derby hat for one of 
the sailor’s regular canvas caps, and Mr. 
Whitney, whose own hat had been soiled by 
failing into a can of oil on board the Atlanta, 
thought it was an acceptable suggestion. A 
dozen sailors’ caps were brought from the 
Vermont, 

They are all too small,“ Secretary Whit- 
ney said; ‘‘I weara7%.’’ The Secret then 
inspected the Chicago, the most formidable of 
the cruisers, and as it was the first time he had 
seen the big warship 

HE WAS MUCH INTERESTED. 

From the bridge he could survey every part 
ofthe yard. He expressed a wish to examine 
the machinery, and visited the engine-room 
with Engineer Thompson. Engineer Thomp- 
son told the Secretary that he was unable to 
get along with his preparations for the trial 
trip with the present force on the vessel, and 
asked for more engineers. The Secretary 
said: It is my experience that a vessel fully 
manned will not get off on her trial 
trip until she has been in this yard 
ahout three months. Ifthe ship is put in com- 
mission it takes the officers about that time to 
get their gabins ready. I want to have this 
— 6 tried as soon as possible. No more ships 
will de put in commission until they are tried, 
but I will give more engineers at once to the 
Chicago.’ 

While peking the side of the big ship with 
his umbrella the Secretary remarked: ‘‘A 
good shot, Ifear, would knock those things 
all to pieces.’’ Returning from the Cob dock 
the Secretary inspected the trim little Dolphin 
and remained a quarter of an hour in 
the cabin. The party then walked to the Com- 
modore’s residence where luncheon was 
served. After lunch the Secretary visited the 
various departmentsin the yard, returning to 
New York in the Cataipa at 4:300’clock. A 
salute of seventeen guns signalized his de- 
parture from the yard. 

During his visit the Secretary received very 
full reports from the Commodvre in reference 
to the recent accident to the big derrick for 
which the last Administration had paid 80, 
000. The contract called for a lifting 
capacity of seventy-five tons, but it is 
said that the derrick has never been 
able to lift more than forty tons. A suit is 
likely to be instituted against the contractor. 
Secretary Whitney after his inspection of the 
four new cruisere said: ‘‘I must say that I 
am much pleased with all these ships. I like 
the looks of the Chicago even in her incom- 
plete state. Her engines are very complicated 
and the machine is enough to daze one, 
This yard will oontinue to have its fullshare of 
work and one of 'the new cruisers will be built 
here, but whether it will be the six thoySand 
ton one I cannot Say at present. I very 
much pleased at the manner in which the con- 
solidation of the various departments works.
